Taxation Should Be 
Limited 


in the first of a series of articles 
in The Texas Weekly, on prolapsed 
amendments ti* the state constitution 
to be voted on in November, Dale 
Aiiller deplores the lack ut interest 
of the people in sweeping changes iii 
their state law. 
As he says, this is 
not a healthy coiiditon. 
Ile believes 
that clear, concise explanations of the 
proposed amendments thru tlx* news* 
papers would do much to cause the 
people Lo vote intelligently oil changes 
in the law. 
In his article Miller discusses S. J. 
Ii. la, which provides that the legis­ 
lature '‘shall not receive I rom taxes, 
licenses, permits, and fees ail amount 
in excess of .*22.50 for each biennium, 
and shall not appropriate from those 
soimvs aal amount in < .w ss of S'J2.>ti 
tor 
same period." 
This ai;.' .'almoin should in- adopted. 
At the present time there is no Inuit 
on 
taxation, 
and 
if the legislature 
> ‘out iii lies im insane ereaiion "I new 
Innards and commissions, making the 
government of Texas more cumlier- 
some and unwieldy year after year, 
there is a chance that our taxes may 
reach hitherto unheard-of figures. 
Miller points out that S. J. It. 13 
says to the legislature: "You have a 
generous 
budget 
allotted you 
with 
which to run the government. 
You 
have waste aud inefficiency in the 
government ,aud the way for you to 
have plenty of money for the useful 
departments is to abolish or restrict 
the activities 
of 
those departments 
which are cither useless or should he 
combined 
with 
seine 
other 
depart­ 
ments.” 
It seems that such a message to tile 
legislature is sadly needed. 
The sum 
sought in the amendment is adequate 
lo produce enough revenue to operate 
the state government in an econom­ 
ical, sensible manner. 
The average 
tax rate for the last eight years has 
bion slightly less than $22.50. 
The prolapsed amendment is sane 
and sound. 
It should be adopted.— 
B. Af.
